29-38 have been added, 

The prior art of the record in particular Haditsch'845 does not teach or suggest a 
supporting structure for an electron beam projection including inter alia, a coolant jacket 
which includes coolant return lines for allowing the coolant to flow out of the coolant 
jacket, a process chamber including electrical leads for supplying electrical current to 
systems contained within the process chamber, and wherein the electrical leads pass 
through the coolant return lines.
